Poison in Eels. 


JI. Mosso, of Turin, having carried out 


a series of experiments with the blood of 
eels finds that it possesses marked poi- 
sonous properties. Even to the tongue 
it has an insupportable acridity, and a 
very email quantity of the serum is suf- 
ficient to kill a dog. Half a cubio centi- 
meter injected beneath the skin of a dog 
weighing thirty-five pounds killed it in 
four minutes. At this rate, an eel 
weighing five pounds would contain 
enough poison to dispatch ten men. The 
blood of animals thus poisoned cannot be 
made to coagulate, just as after the bite of 
serpents. Fortunately the blood is inert 
when introduced via the stomach, and it 
loses its toxio properties when heated.— 
Brooklyn Eagle. 


Queer Bird Kests. 


Birds have some queer fancies in se- 


lecting spots for building their nests. 
Some time ago, near Seaville, New Jer- 
sey, 1 noticed in a grove of oaks, that 
nearly every tree had an old tin can 
nailed up in it, I found on examination 
that the cans were all occupied by wrens 
and bluebirds. But what attracted my 
attention most was an old boot fastened 
in one of the trees. As I approached it 
a bluebird flew out, and although it was 
twenty-five feet from 
the ground, I 


climbed up and saw inside five young 
birds comfortably sitting in the nest,

a lace cap that she had hung out on the 
line and fastened with a clothes pin. 
Several days afterward, when walking 
in his garden, he noticed something white 
fluttering in the branches of a cherry 
tree, and an examination showed that a 
pa ir of robins had taken tho cap from the 
hue and fastened it among the twigs and 
grass of their nest. The birds had un- 
doubtedly pulled tho cap from between 
the prongs of the clothes pins, for they 
could not otherwise have obtained it. 
They were left in undisturbed possession 
of their prize.

SECTION I. That it shall be unlawful for any 


owner or agent of »ny owner, or »ny other p«r»on, 
to keep any house of ill.fame, or to let or rent to 
any person whomsoever for any length of time 
whatever, to be kept or used as a bouse of ill fame 
or xesort for the purpose of prostitution* any 
house, room or structure situated within four 
hundred yards of any school house or school-room 
used by any public or puvate school, situated 
within said town of Beno 
8Fcv2. 'lliat it shall ha unlawful for any owner 
or agent of any owner to let or rent to rent to any 
woman of lU-Kimo for the DU'poses of her voca- 
tion for any length of time whatever, any house, 
room or structure, or for any womau of ilMsxue 
to cany on her vocation in an; house, room or 
if true tare sitnatid within four hundred yards of 
any scholhouBO or school room used by any public 
or private school within the limits of said town of 
Bono. 


SEC. 3 That it Bhall be unlawful for any woman 


of i 1-fame to prosecute her vocation within the 
town limits without first having obtained a certifi- 
cate from tie County Clerk certifying under his 
h»nd and thn seal of the county oi Washoe. that 
she has registered her name, uge, the number of 
lier house, or place where she carries on her voca- 
tion, and tho name of the Btret t at which and in 
•which she carries on her said vocation.

County Oli rk at tbe expense of the town, to provide 
a book for ibe purpose of registering the names,
